6 Legislators — 6 Answers 

More than 300 persons attending a February 23rd 
seminar in Sacramento on Major legislative proposals on 
property taxes were assured property tax relief is the 
priority issue of 19T7. The seminar was sponsored jointly 
by Cal-Tax and FACT (Federation of Associated Cali¬ 
fornia Taxpayers). 

Legislators who presented their own legislative pro¬ 
grams also indicated a solution will be difficult because 
there are several proposals which do not complement 
each other. Compromise seems essoaitial. 

The property tax relief proposals includeid; Assess¬ 
ment freeze^ homeowners’ exemption, senior citizens’ and 
renters’ credit increases; limitation of propKjrty taxes to 
a percentage of market value, or based on differential 
tax rates by class of property; and phasing out of taxes 
on improvements while freezing taxes on residential land 
regaining lost revenue through a sales tax on residential 
property. Six legislators presented six answers. The Sierra 
Madre News will present these six answers in the space 
during the next six weeks. They are interesting. 

Provide A Split Tax Roll 

From the time he first became a senator from Santa 
Clara County, Senator Jerry Smith said his mail had one 
clear message: Do something about the skyrocketing 
property taxes. 

Acfdressing the seminar on property tax reform and 
school finance in Sacramento, Senator Smith said his 
proposal (SB 12 and SCA 6) should be termel a limita¬ 
tion of property taxes through a rate differential rather 
than “split roll.’’ 

Smith said property assessed values have been .grow¬ 
ing at 1% to 1%% a moaith and there is no indication of 
relief. Theerfore some approach must be taken whicii 
will relieve the pressure, particularly on the persons who 
live within fixed incomes. 

In explainnig his legislation, which divides tax rolls 
into those with homeowners’ exemptions and all other 
property. Smith said he proposes a cap on the taxes from 
both groups of property. Growth would be limited to tlie 
lesser of two factors, tire assessment increases or the GNP 
deflator which is a mea.sure of tlie cost of increasing 
local government costs for the same services. If the ap¬ 
proach is a split roll, it is .not the clas.sic split roll. 

Four years ago Smith said homeowners paid 32'/c 
of property taxes and latest state board of equalizaticn 
figures now show it is 36% to 37%. 

His measure also includes sewral factors which are 
in separate legislation introduced! by other legislators. 
Smith said. 

One of these is to stop the “slippage” loss of state 
aid of school districts due to increases in assessed values. 
This is brought about because the rapid assessment in¬ 
crease has moved many districts out of the basic aid 
category, thereby reducing state supplemeintal aid. 

He said he also wants to stop the same kind of slip¬ 
page for counties on Medi-Cal programs. He indicated he 
still is seeking a means of achieving this and will accept 
amenidments to his legislation if a better w’ay can be 
woked out. 

’ Another program he seeks is one to abolish the trans¬ 
fer of costs to local government through state mandated 
programs. His measure calls for an appeals proce.ss where 
any branch of local government can file an appeal and 
if the appeal is upheld, then the state will make a grant 
of money to pay for costs of programs mandated by law's 
or regulations. 

“My hope is that this will inhibit authors from being 
so cavalier about disclaiming local government costs by 
legislation,” Smith said. He attributed the disclaimer 
clauses in legisltlon (saying the bill carries no cost for 
local government and therefore neects no state funding) 
to a desire to remove requirements for a two-thirds vote. 

He adso favors the circuit breaker approach to pro¬ 
viding property tax relief. His bill will use two factors, 
income and value of homos, in determining the amount 
of relief provided for property taxpayers. 

‘The most compelling reason for doing something is 
the reason of equity,” Smith said. “People living on a 
fixed income have no elasticity in their budgets. When 
their payments get a $15 or $k> a month bump due to 
a tax increase, that causes them to invade the food por¬ 
tion of their budget.” 

Renter-Homeowners’ Relief 

Saying that there is nothing WTong with a tax shift 
if it is based on one’s ability to pay. Senator Nicholas 
Petris told state and local taxpayer association members 
February 23rd that his ‘Tax Justice Act of 1977” would 
provide some property tax relief for 60% of the house¬ 
holds in California. 

Petris, chairman of the Senate’s Select Committee on 
Housing and Urban Affairs, said that his measure, SB 154, 
promises to institute “the first progressive property tax” 
in California history. 

“I would like to eliminate owner-occupied taxes al¬ 
together,” the veteran lavnnaker said, “hut since we’re 
unable to do that, the next best thing is to ease the 
burden for as many people as we possibly can.” 

The measure would appropriate $B25 million to re¬ 
lieve property taxes of low and middle income Califor- 
nian-s. Approximately $4(X) million would be devoted to 
renter relief with the balance directed to homeowners 
based cn income and home values. The program would 
be funded by increasing the maximum state income tax 
rate to 20%, reducing exemptions on preference income, 
and tapping $200 million from tlie state surplus. 

Petris estimated that the income tax adjustmemt would 
raise $560 million, emphasizing that the new rates, unlike 
the federal system, would apply only to incremental earn¬ 
ings included in each new $1,5(K) bracket He said that 
the elimination of exemptions against all but the first 
$1,000 in capital gains would raise $200 million from the 
23% of the taxpaying public affectfed, and that a mar¬ 
ried couple with two dependents and earnings of $50,000 
per year could expect to pay $$4 more annually in per¬ 
sonal income taxes. 

On the relief side, he said that $525 million would 
go to homc'owner relief with rebates going to all home- 
owners with, household earnings of $30,(X)0 per annum or 
less. The senior citizen homeowners’ relief program would 
be expandoid under the plan, he said, while renters with 
household inome at $30,000 or less would also receive 
rebates. 

Factored into the program would be a (Consumer Price 
Index element to maintain the level of relief in years 
to come.

Q. — I have observed that 
you have placed lU Interna¬ 
tional in the latest Model 
Portfolio in “Better Invest¬ 
ing” magazine. As I see the 
picture, this company has 
had declining earnings for 
two years, and I wouldn’t 
invest any of my own money 
in A company that had done 
that. What is your justifica¬ 
tion for suggesting that this 
company is currently a good 
value? 

A. — First, let’s talk abcwjt 
the philosophy in back of 
the Model Portfolio, and 
then let us consider lU In¬ 
ternational. The Model Port¬ 
folio is prepared every three 
months as a list of com¬ 
panies for the investor or 
investment club that is be¬ 
ginning to build a portfolio 
and wants a list of securi¬ 
ties which can be bought at 
current prices, ,and becaiuse 
of the past record of growth 
in sales and earnings per 
share, and because of the 
current price at which they 
can be bought, seem to have 
a likelihood of selling at 
twice their current price at 
the next boom period in our 
economy, or roughly five 
years in the future. There is 
no guarantee this will hap¬ 
pen, but if the assumption 
that continued growth in the 
company will take place 
and the stock price reflects 
that growth works out, there 
is a reasonable likelihood 
this \vill happen. Cons e - 
quently, it is important that 
any stock placed in that 
pfortfolio be currently priced 
at a favorable level and not 
priced too high in relation 
to its estimated future earn¬ 
ing ability. 

In the case of lU Interna¬ 
tional, it is true that earn¬ 
ings have come down in two 
years from $2.68 per share 
to $1.25 per share. As we 
examine the reasons for this 
decline in earnings, I be¬ 
lieve we can have some con¬ 
fidence that they will re¬ 
cover and likely exceed 
former levels in our time 
frame of the next five 
years. The corporation is i 
giant with revenues of al¬ 
most $2 billion a year. It 
sert'es six markets: ocean 
shipping, land transporta¬ 
tion, distribution services, 
utility services. Industrial 
products and services and 
agribusiness products and 
services. 

Last year earnings were 
down in three of the groups 
and up in three. The trouble¬ 
some groups are ocean ship¬ 
ping, distribution services, 
and the agribusiness. In ad¬ 
dition, there was an un¬ 
realized loss on foreign cur- 
rentcy translations. This 
year the indication is that 
these three groups will do a 
little better, and overall the 
corporation earnings should 
improve, but probably not 
dramatically so. The greater 
improvement seems more 
likely to come in the three

to five years ahead. In view 
of the excellence of the past 
record of management, it is 
our belief that they will 
bring about a recovery and 
further extension of the 
company’s earnings, and this 
should have a favorable im¬ 
pact on the price of the 
stock sometime in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Q. — I have a stock cer¬ 
tificate for a company, and 
I can’t find its address list¬ 
ed anywhere. Where can I 
find its address and deter¬ 
mine if it’s still in business? 

A. — If your broker can’t 
find its address in any of his 
reference materials, write 
the registrar or the stack 
transfer agent shown on the 
certificate and ask them if 
they can give you the la.'-t 
address of the company. 
-Also, you can write the 
Securities Department of the 
State where the certificates 
shows the company is reg¬ 
istered. 

Q. — I own bonds of our 
electric company, and when 
I told a friend of mine I 
was an owner of the com¬ 
pany just like he was, he 
said I was not. He said he 
as an owner of common 
stock in the company was a 
part owner of the company, 
but I as a bondholder was 
not an owner. ’The company 
is using my money just like 
it’s using his, and we both 
get money from the com¬ 
pany for the use of our 
money. How come I’m not 
an owner? 

A. — 'There is a big dif¬ 
ference between being a 
shareholder and ,a bond¬ 
holder. As a bondholder, you 
have lent money to the 
company, and as a lender 
you have a claim on the 
company if it does not meet 
its obligation to you. The 
money the company pays 
you for the use of your 
money is interest and the 
company is obligated to pay 
ycu that money at the regu¬ 
larly specified time. If the 
company fails to meet its 
obligation to you, you could 
take action to place it in 
bankruptcy. 

The shareholder has put 
his money in the company 
like any owner puts money 
into a business. His claim on 
company assets comes after 
all others. If he receives 
anything for the use of his 
money, it will come from 
earnings of the company. If 
it does not earn anything, he 
will not receive anything. If 
the company fails, he ha^ no 
claim and will receive noth¬ 
ing unless there is some¬ 
thing left after all creditors 
have been paid. If the com¬ 
pany turns out to be very 
successful, he will share in 
that extra prosperity while 
you will not. He has a vote 
in the selection of manage¬ 
ment, you as a bondholder 
do not. 

Q. — I would like to in¬ 
vest in a stock that helps to 
remove pollu t i o n from 
water. Can you give me 
some suggestions? 

A. — There is a group of 
stocks which concentrate on 
purifying water for indus¬ 
trial uses that have made 
excellent progress for many 
years. These companies al.so 
do some work in the broader 
area of general water puri¬ 
fication and seems to be 
headed towards more work 
at that area. 

These firms have bean 
very profitable because their 
products can produce signi- 
cant material and energy 
savings in the production 
processes of their clients and 
yet the product they sell is 
not a major element of cost 
for most of their clients. 

Many of the companies in 
this field have been merged 
into larger corporations and 


some are private corpora¬ 
tions whose stock is not 
available to the public. Two 
companies whose stock is on 
the market are Betz Labora¬ 
tories and Nalco Chemical. 
There is a story about Betz 
in the March issue of Bet¬ 
ter Investing and I’m mail¬ 
ing a copy to you.

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 

1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking wafer in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25. Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 

6 . Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons.^ 

7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 

8 . Hx dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted per 
day of dripping. 

9. Running toilets can waste four gallons per hour. Keep them in good repair. 

10. Above all: THINK before you turn on the tap.
